CAMP TYSON, TENNESSEE 


Camp Tyson, Tennessee, home of the Barrage Bal- 
loon Training Center, is named after Brigadier Gen- 
eral Lawrence David Tyson. It is located about six 
miles south of Paris, Tennessee. Construction started 
on September 4, 1941, and is still going on. The Camp 
itself covers an area of some sixteen hundred acres and 
is of a semi-permanent construction, containing around 
four hundred buildings, ten miles of asphalt road, five 
miles of railroad, a post office, hospital, guest house, 
service club, library and theater, and it cost approxi- 
mately ten million dollars. 

Barrage balloons were used during World War I 
with varying degrees of success. Since that war, the 
United States Air Corps has been experimenting with 
barrage balloons for many years and had put certain 
types into construction, but it was not until Great 
Britain had proved the value of this new defense in the 
present world war that the War Department ordered 
the formation of Barrage Balloon units in the United 
States Army. 

On April 21, 1941, the Secretary of War directed 
the Adjutant General to initiate the organization of this 
new branch of defensive warfare for the United States 
Army. This new development was to be known as the 
‘Barrage Balloon Training Center and was for the pur- 
pose of training personnel in the technique and use of 
the barrage balloon as a weapon of modern warfare. 

The Chief of Coast Artillery, Major General Joseph 
A. Green, was placed in charge of organizing this new 
Training Center. He was assisted in the organization 
of this new arm by the following officers: Colonel Rob- 
ert Arthur, Chief of the Historical Section, Army War 
College; Lieutenant Colonel Robert E. Turley, Com- 
manding Officer, 67th Coast Artillery, Fort Bragg, 
North Carolina; Lieutenant Colonel Porter P. Lowry, 
Secretary, Coast Artillery School, Fort Monroe, Vir- 
ginia; Lieutenant Colonel Parry W. Lewis, head of the 
Antiaircraft Gunnery Department, Coast Artillery Off- 
cers’ School, Fort Monroe, Virginia, and Captain Gil- 
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bert Adams, who had returned recently from the Canal 
Zone, where he was on duty with the 72nd Coast Ar- 
tillery. Also participating were the following officers: 
Colonel Lober, Air 
Lieutenant Colonel J. T. DeCamp, Coast Artillery, and 
Major William H. J. Dunham, Coast Artillery of the 
Chief of Coast Artillery’s Office. At this time, it was 


decided that the Air Corps should continue research 


Lieutenant Clarence Corps, 


and development of balloons and operating material 
and the Training Center would conduct tests and oper- 
ate the equipment. It was decided that the Barrage 
Balloon Training Center should initially include a 
school, a barrage balloon board and one battalion. The 
War Department also appointed a camp site board to 
select a permanent station for the unit. 

It was decided that a camp would be built for this 
new branch away from the regular air lanes, so as not 
to endanger aviation, that is, “peace-time aviation.” But 
encampments are not built overnight, so it was decided 
that the Barrage Balloon Training Center should remain 
at Camp Davis, North Carolina, until such time that a 
permanent station could be constructed. 

Colonel Turley arrived at Camp Davis on April 26, 
1941, the first barrage balloon officer at that station. 
He received the cadre for the proposed 97th Coast Ar- 
tillery, which were transferred from antiaircraft to 
barrage balloons. 

On May 6, 1941, Colonel Arthur assumed command 
of the Barrage Balloon Training Center at Camp Davis. 
Lieutenant Colonel Turley was appointed Executive 
Officer of the Training Center. 
included: Lieutenant Colonel Lowry, Adjutant and Sec-

retary of the School; Lieutenant Colonel Lewis, Director 
of the School’s Officers’ Division; Lieutenant Colonel 
Harold Jackson, Director of the Enlisted Division, and 
Major John J. Johnson, President, Barrage Balloon 
Board. 

The Third Balloon Squadron, Air Corps, of Fort 
Lewis, Washington, with experience in handling bar- 
rage balloons, arrived at Camp Davis on June 16 to 


assist in the training of the personnel. 


On June 14, 1941, Colonel Turley left for temporary 
duty in the office of the Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, 
preparatory to going to England to study the tactics 
and technique of barrage balloons as employed by the 
British. He left the United States on June 22 and 
remained in England from June 28 to August 4, return- 
ing to New York on August 10, reporting back for 
duty at the Barrage Balloon Training Center on Au- 
gust 13. During his brief duty in England, he sent 
back important information concerning barrage balloon 
activities as practiced by the British Army. This infor- 
mation was of great importance in the formulation of a 
competent barrage balloon organization. 

Regular enlisted men for the cadre came from the 
western part of the country. From the Reception Cen- 
ters in the North and the Middle Atlantic States selec- 
tees were sent to this new outfit. During the period 
from June 10 to June 25, a total of approximately 
fifteen hundred selectees were sent to the Barrage Bal- 
loon Training Center from Fort Dix, Camp Upton, 
and Fort Niagara. These men were new recruits, hav- 
ing completed no basic training. 

The first battalion, the 301st Separate Coast Artillery 
Barrage Balloon Battalion, was activated on June 1, 


1941, 


model on which other battalions were to be formed. 


It was to be the demonstration battalion and the 


Lieutenant Colonel Harrington W. Cochran arrived at 
Camp Davis on July 7 to take command. This new 
battalion was composed of approximately 1,000 men 
and officers. In four weeks’ time, the men went through 
a rigorous basic period of training. 

On June 26, the first balloons were tested, and on 
June 28, the first balloon snapped its cable during a 
trial ascension and floated sixty miles to New Bern, 
North Carolina, before landing in a badly damaged 
condition. 

A historic day in the barrage balloon activity of the 
United States Army is July 28, 1941, on which date 
the first Officers’ Barrage Balloon School was started at 
Camp Davis, North Carolina. (Prior to this time, how- 
ever, a four weeks’ course was held for instructors from 
June 30 to July 26, 1941.) 

The personnel of the newly activated school was 


addressed on its opening by Major General Joseph A. 
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Green, who reminded them of their role in the future 
development of this unit. Their curriculum included 
intensive theoretical and practical courses. For the ofh- 
cers, it included gas, aerostatics, operations, communica- 
tions, rigging and fabric repair, tactics, weather and 
winches. At the completion of the six weeks’ course, 
specialist courses of six weeks were started, consisting of 
engineering, gas, weather, winches and the personnel 
adjutant’s course. The curriculum for enlisted men con- 
sisted of gas, rigging, maneuvering, inspecting winch 
operation, teletype, weather, communications and cler- 
ical courses. 

During the months of September, October, and No- 
vember, three groups of commissioned officers, approx- 
imately 200, and enlisted men, approximately 1,000, 
were graduated as instructors, and these graduates 
formed the cadres of the first barrage balloon battalions. 
Since that time, the Barrage Balloon School has trained 
and graduated several classes of both officers and en- 
listed men, some of whom are now on the active front. 

On September 4, the Barrage Balloon Training Cen- 
ter held its first field problem, when six of the camp’s 
newest type balloons were sent aloft under simulated 
war conditions. This was the first time that the Coast 
Artillery acted completely independent of aid from the 
On September 30, 1941,

By September 15, 1941, a permanent Headquarters 
Staff was set up as follows: Major Harry F. Townsend, 
S-1; Captain J. Robert Melish, S-2; Major William H. 
Kendall, S-3; Lieutenant Colonel John H. McCormick, 
S-4; Captain Benjamin H. Levy, Assistant Adjutant; 
First Lieutenant Albert A. Leach, Public Relations, 
Athletic and Morale Officer. 

On September 26, 1941, Colonel Reginald B. Cocroft 
reported for duty and was appointed Executive Officer, 
replacing Colonel Turley, who was appointed Assistant 
Commandant of the Barrage Balloon School. 

A total of 507 additional enlisted men arrived from 
Fort Eustis, Virginia, on October 10, 1941. These men, 
the first received who had completed basic training, 


were allotted to the existing organizations. Of the ofh- 


cers present on October 10, approximately 86 per cent 
were Reserve Officers. 

On November 1, 1941, four separate barrage balloon 
battalions were activated: 302nd, commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Albert A. Allen; 303rd, commanded by 
Lieutenant Colonel Henry H. Cameron; 304th, com- 
manded by Lieutenant Colonel Burnie O. Henderson, 
and 305th (less Battery C) commanded by Lieutenant 
Colonel Walter L. Morre. 

The officers and men who had graduated from the 
School were now divided and assigned to new battalions. 
Each of these new battalions were given an equal num- 
ber of men (approximately 200 each) , 
tion of the 305th, which did not have a Battery C. 


These cadres assisted in the training of new personnel 


with the excep- 


to complete the expanding battalions. More new cadres 
were formed for the purpose of training newly activated 
battalions. 

On Monday, December 8, 1941, immediately upon 
the declaration of war against Japan, means were taken 
to furnish barrage balloon protection for certain vital 
areas. The 301st Coast Artillery Barrage Balloon Bat- 
talion, under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Har- 
rington W. Cochran, was selected by the War Depart- 
ment to be the first unit to move from Camp Davis to 
an active defense area. 

On December 17, 1941, Colonel Robert Arthur relin- 
quished direct command of the Barrage Balloon School, 
and Colonel Robert Turley was appointed Commandant. 
Colonel Harold R. Jackson was appointed Assistant 
Commandant and Lieutenant Colonel John J. Johnson, 
director of the Enlisted Division. 

During the period December 22-26, 1941, a total of 
approximately 2,000 enlisted men was transferred to the 
various battalions, and on December 29, Battery C, 
305th Coast Artillery Barrage Balloon Battalion, was 
activated. 

The 303rd Coast Artillery Barrage Balloon Battalion 
was the second barrage balloon unit to go into the field, 
leaving on December 26, 1941. The 304th Barrage 
Balloon Battalion followed soon after on January 9, 
1942, and it was followed on January 26, 1942, by the 
305th Battalion. All these units left from Camp Davis, 
North Carolina. 
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On January 15, 1942, orders were issued moving the 
Barrage Balloon Training Center from Camp Davis to 
its new permanent home, Camp Tyson, Tennessee. The 
Station Complement, Corps Area Service Command, of 
Camp Tyson had arrived at that station previously and 
had prepared the camp to receive its new occupants. 

On Friday, February 13, 1942, Battery B, 302nd 
Battalion, sent aloft the first balloon at Camp Tyson. 

Brigadier General John B. Maynard, U. S. Army, 
former Commanding General of Camp Wallace, Texas, 
arrived at Camp Tyson on February 16, 1942, and as- 
sumed command. Under General Maynard, the Bar- 
rage Balloon Training Center has taken great strides 
forward, with training being intensified and additional 
organizations being activated, the 306th and 307th C. A. 
Barrage Balloon Battalions in February, and the 308th 
and 309th Coast Artillery Barrage Balloon Battalions 
in March, 1942. 

On March 9, 1942, the Barrage Balloon Training 
Center was made a part of the Antiaircraft command 
in the reorganization of the Army. Major General Jo- 
seph A. Green, who had been Chief of Coast Artillery, 
was designated as the Commanding General of the 
Antiaircraft Command. 

Now firmly established in its own permanent station, 
the Barrage Balloon Training Center, including the 
Barrage Balloon Board, the Barrage Balloon School, 
and the separate battalions, is rapidly taking its place 
as an outstanding part of the United States Army. 
Besides learning the operation of the barrage balloons, 
basic military training is given to those men who are 
received directly from Reception Centers. The rapid 
progress being made by the personnel was well demon- 
strated on Monday, April 6, 1942, during the observ- 
ance of Army Day. On this date, the camp was opened 
to the public and the troops displayed their ability to 
handle the large balloons and their many other duties 
to an enthusiastic and appreciative audience. The spec- 
tators went away feeling confident that this new branch 
of the United States Army was prepared to do its share 
in defending the United States. 

The Barrage Balloon Training Center has experienced 
many difficulties in its early development, but its past 
experiences and its present preparations have fitted it 


for any difficulties which may arise in the future. 


CAMP TYSON 
A Memorial to a Great 


Camp Tyson, the only Barrage Balloon Training 
Center of the United States Army, is named after 
Brigadier General Lawrence D. Tyson, distinguished 
Tennessean and World War hero. 

General Tyson was born in Greenville, North Car- 
olina, July 4, 1861, and was graduated with honors 
from the United States Military Academy, an im- 
pressive start for a brilliant career. He served during 
the Spanish-American War as Colonel of the Sixth 
Regiment, United States Volunteer Infantry, and in 
the World War, he led the 59th Infantry Brigade,

1925, as a Democrat to the United States Senate and 
serving honorably until his death on August 24, 1929. 
His only son, McGhee Tyson, following in his fa- 
ther’s footsteps, joined the Armed Forces of his coun- 
try during the World War as an aviator in the United 


States Naval Air Corps. He made the supreme sacrifice, 
being killed in action during the war. 

Although a great soldier and leader, General Tyson 
had fervently hoped that never again would his country 
or the world be forced to go through another period 
like that of 1917-18, and it is hoped that this camp, 
a memorial to this great leader, will do its share in 
bringing once and for all the “civilization and peace of 
the world” for which General Tyson avidly fought, 
worked and prayed.

Consisting of both officers and enlisted men, the 
Barrage Balloon Board, under the leadership of 
Lieutenant Colonel John Johnson, was first es- 
tablished at Camp Davis, North Carolina, in the 
summer of 1941. 

Contributing to the development of equipment 


and accessories for barrage balloons, the Board 
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made many recommendations with a view to the 
improvement of barrage balloon materiel, such as 
aluminization of fabric, stronger cable, etc. 

On September 30, 1941, Lieutenant Colonel 
(now Colonel) Porter P. Lowry was appointed 
President of the Barrage Balloon Board, an as- 
signment he still retains. 

In the latter part of January, 1942, the Barrage 
Balloon Board moved from Camp Davis to the 
Camp Tyson, Tennessee, where it has continued 


its invaluable contributions to the development of 


the barrage balloon.

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The 302nd Coast Artillery Barrage Balloon Battalion 
was born on November 1, 1941, when the War Department 
issued orders for its activation at Camp Davis, North Caro- 
lina. This was the second such battalion in the history of 
the United States Army to be activated. The only existing 
battalion until this date was the 301st Coast Artillery 
Barrage Balloon Battalion. 

The othcers selected for this unit were all recent grad- 
uates of the Barrage Balloon School. They were eager to 
put their newly-acquired skills to use. Lieutenant Colonel 
Albert A. Allen was placed in command and Major Oswald 
J. Lacerte was appointed Executive Officer, with Captain 
Samuel L. Smith as Adjutant. 

Approximately 190 trained men (having graduated from 
the Barrage Balloon School or having special training) 
were assigned as original cadre. These men were assigned 
according to their various school courses, that is, the bat- 
talion was given a certain amount of winch operators, gas 
men, riggers, etc. On January 15, 1942, 947 enlisted men 
arrived from Camp Wallace, Texas, bringing the battalion 
up to strength. 

On December 1, 1941, Lieutenant Colonel Burnie O. 
Henderson assumed command of this organization, relieving 
Lieutenant Colonel Allen, who took over Colonel Hender- 
son’s former command, the 304th Coast Artillery Barrage 
Balloon Battalion. Colonel Henderson is a capable soldier

On Monday, December 8, 1941, the Government of the 
United States declared war on the Empire of Japan.

On February 2, 1942, the 302nd Coast Artillery Barrage 
Balloon Battalion departed from Camp Davis, North Caro- 
lina, for its present station at Camp Tyson, Tennessee, 
where it has served as the parent organization for other 
battalions formed at the camp. Cadres from the 302nd 
Coast Artillery Barrage Balloon Battalion have furnished 
the nucleus around which the four new organizations have 
been formed. 

As the demonstration battalion of the Barrage Balloon 
Training Center at Camp Tyson, the 302nd Coast Artillery 
Barrage Balloon Battalion is detefmined to fulfill its as- 
signment with the highest of efficiency and to set a reputa- 
tion for the battalion of which those who follow will be 
proud.
